At 9 :30 the Rurik b egan to lag b e­ 
hind considerab ly and turned lier b ows 
toward the shore, at the same time 
fighting against the two second-class 
cruisers which had joined the enemy’s 
squadron. The Rurik soon afterw ards 
b egan to get out of sight, while four 
Jap ships kept up the fight against 
the Rossia and Gromob oi. Shortly b e­ 
fore 10 o’clock the Jap fire was the 
most terrific of the b attle, b ut to Jes- 
sen’s astonishm ent the whole Japanese 
squadron left him after a tight which 
had lasted fiv e hours. 
The Rossia had sustained 
elev en 
holes a t her waterline and the Gromo­ 
b oi had six. 
Both cruisers lost more 
than half their officers and the losses 
among the men totalled 25 per cent 
Captain Berlinsky, of the Rossia, was 
killed and b uried at sea and the two 
cruisers had 135 men killed and 307 
wounded.

These settlem ents of agricu l­ 
tu rists reprodu ce the ancient laager for 
all. 
Each is bu ilt in the form of a 
parallelogram , the shorter shies hav­ 
ing each a gatew ay, with dou ble gates, 
over which rise central sq u are watch- 
tow ers capped w ith conical red roofs. 
A narrow road or street ru ns from gate 
to gate, w ith old half tim ber bou ses 
set back close to the inclosing wall. 
The grou nd floor of these bou ses a f­ 
fords stabling for cattle, 
and 
from 
these stables the cows are driven ou t 
throu gh the tow n gates in the m orn­ 
ing and brou ght in at night. 
Tow n­ 
ships like tins are merely clu sters of 
hou ses Intim ately connected w ith the 
farm lands th a t lie beyond their gates. 
The peasantry, w hether peasant pro­ 
prietors or allotm ent l« *aseholtlers, go 
In and ou t to their work. 
In eastern B avaria, tow ard the D an­ 
u be, w here the better class farm s are 
to be seen, one finds farm hou ses of 
wood, a great shinglinl roof covering— 
as in H olland—not only the large liv­ 
ing apartm ent; w ith m any bedrooms, 
b u t also the stables for the horsi>s 
and cattle. 
On su ch farm s mu ch of 
the farm work is done by girls, who 
u su ally w ear short petticoats, tight 
bodices and kerchiefs 011 their heads. 
Most of the men are either in the arm y ! 
or w orking a t trades.
